As the learned Dr. Tinpat, by feveral very extra- 
ordinary pieces publifhed in his life-time, fhewed him- 
felf to be a moit wonderful perfon: fo he.has left be- 
hind him one of the moft extraordinary Wills that has 
been feen of late years, both as to the form, and the 


matter of it. That the /yle fhould be fo different from 


the Doétor’s, as his nephew the rev. Mr. ‘Tinpat has 
objected, I did not fo much wonder; becaufe the. 
Doétor, being a perfe& matter of Style, could vary it 
according to his fubjeét; and in diétating his Will 
might very juftly make ufe of one very different from 
that of his other writings. Nor did I more wonder, 
that he fhould decline the vulgar manner of beginning a 
Will Je the name of God, and not mention Jefus Chrift 
on that oceafion ; fince he was always a profeft enemy 
to all forms, in which God and Chrift are .addreffed 
with reverence. Nor did it fecm more ftrange to me, 
that he fhould not make the leaft mention, ‘either of his 
foul, or of his body: for, as he thought the ome was 
going a journey to the lord knows where, which could 
not be rendered more profperous by any fupetititious 
form ; fo he could not but think it neceflary, (it he knew 
what he had done) to, leave the dilpofal of the other to 
the fole difcretion of his principal executor, after he had 
viven and bequeathed to him alone above 7001. more than 


he was worth 3 and confequently left nothing to difcharge | 


the expence of a funeral. But I could hot but won- 
der, that a learned Doétor of the civil law fhould fuf- 
fer his female amanuenfis and attorney, in fo fhort a 
Will, to fpell his fur-name falfe three times 3 and to leave 
the word ¢/ing intirely out, which omiilion makes the 
ientence abiolute nonfenfe. And this wonder was 
more increafed by reading Mr. B’s acount, that this 
great man + dictated every word of his Will; read it 
‘ over five or fix times himielf ; and continued in the 
‘ full poffeflion of thole great vatura/ parts nature had 
‘ given him, ‘till the very moment he religned his 
‘ breath’. 

But the matter of this Will is ftill much ftranger 
than the form : this learned, great, and god-/ike Civilian, 
having not only given his whole eltate from hi: near re- 
lations, but atually given away 8151. 10s. 6d. more 
than he was worth ; and yet made one of his nephew’s 
his re/iduary levatce. This is evident from the tollow- 
ing account of his legacies and his effects.
